DECLARATION UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.132 OF ARIANNA GIOVANNINI 



1 . I received a degree in chemistry from the University of Bologna in 1987. 

2. I am currently employed by Sinco Ricerche S.p.A. in Italy as the project leader in the 
area of synthesis of polyethylene terephthalate and I am co-inventor of a number of 
patents in the United States and other countries. 

3. I have reviewed the disclosure and the claims of U.S. Application Serial Number 
09/334,891 which was filed on June 17, 1999. 1 have also reviewed the Office Action 
and the references of record. 

4. I have performed a number of experiments to test the capability of a foamed 
polyethylene terephthalate sheet to be creased to press on it a pattern siutable to 
develop the shape of a container by folding. These experiments are explained below. 

5. I used for the test a foamed PET sheet having bulk density of 1 80 Kg./m 3 and a 
thickness of 0.7 mm. (which are the values used in the working examples of '891 
application). 

6. I creased on the foamed sheets a pattern and I tried to fold the sheets along the lines 
pressed on the sheets. In no case it was possible to fold the sheets without breakage 
along the lines of folding. 

7. The results shows that a foamed PET sheet is unsuitable for being used as a substrate 
layer of a material for containers for beverages to be manufactured by creasing a 
pattern developing the shape of the container by folding according to the lines of the 
pressed pattern.
